Two celebrators may lose the sight 
of eyes, one may have a thumb am ­ 
putated and an indefinite number suf­ 
fered burns in the noisiest observance 
of the Fourth of July experienced in 
Gettysburg and Adams county in re­ 
cent years.

Prison rules yesterday held dozens of 
willing rescuers in cheek 
as 
three j 
young (‘anoint# drowned in the H ud­ 
son near Sing Sing’s gray walls. 
The canoists, whose identity 
will 
not he known until their bodies have 
been recovered, were throw n into the 
j ver when their canoe, raked by a 
stiff wind, capsized near the Sing Sing t 
wharf. 
Sing Sing’s 1200 prisoners watched 
the three men struggle to save them ­ 
selves. 
Some went and others be­ 
seeched guards to allow them to leap 
over the fence that protects the dock. 
But the guards covered the convicts 
with rifles and threatened to shoot any J 
man who went to the assistance of 
the drowning youths. 
The wind had blown the canoe near 
the w harf and one man drowned only 
fifteen feet from it. 
The tragedy upset the prisoners and 
some refused to eat an Independence 
Day dinner served later. 
Warden I .awes said that previous 
faithlessness of prisoners had caused 
the guards to keep them penned up. 
They feared convicts perm itted to aid 
the drowning men m ight a ttem pt to 
escape.
